The primary reason for the allowance of claims 64-69 is the inclusion of the 
limitation of wherein the ink jet print head travels laterally while printing, and when 
placed on the print media, the satellite droplets are offset on a vertical axis from the 
main drops on the print media. It is this limitation found in each of the claims as they are 
claimed in the combination, which has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior 
art of record that makes these claims allowable over the prior art.
